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DETAILED ACTION 

Information Disclosure Statement 

The information disclosure statement filed January 4, 2005 was filed after a final 
rejection and therefore fails to comply with 37 CFR 1 .97(d) because it lacks a statement 
as specified in 37 CFR 1.97(e). It has been placed in the application file, but the 
information referred to therein has not been considered. 

Response to Amendment 

Applicant's amendment filed January 4, 2005 has been entered, as it only acts to 
cancel some claims and does not change the scope on any remaining claims. 

The declaration filed on January 4, 2005 under 37 CFR 1.131 has been 
considered but is ineffective to overcome the Cho et al. reference. 

The evidence submitted is insufficient to establish a reduction to practice of the 
invention in this country or a NAFTA or WTO member country prior to the effective date 
of the Cho et al. reference. Specifically, the evidence shows that a problem and 
solution was recognized. This is sufficient for establishing conception of the invention. 
However, no evidence has been provided to support the allegation that the invention 
was reduced to practice prior to the effective date of the Cho et al. reference. In 
particular, no evidence of an experimental or trial run that meets all the limitations set 
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forth in the claims has been provided. Thus, the declaration is ineffective to overcome 
the Cho et al. reference. 

Response to Arguments 

All arguments pertain to the declaration, which is ineffective in overcoming the 
Cho et al. reference. Therefore, the applicant's arguments are not found convincing.
